Questions and Answers 


Does cooking vegetables in salt 


water toughen them?^ 


In all casos salt is added to the 


boiling water, for vegetables. One 
to one and one-half teaspoons of 
salt to 1 quar t of water is the sug- 
gested propoi'tion. Cooking with 
salt helps retain the color of green 
vegetables, and improves the flavor 
of all. 


What makes waffles 
lose their 


crtspness when removed from the 
waffle iron? 


The recipe may lack enough but- 


ter to make the waffles sfcay crisp, 
or the heat of the waffle iron mav 
be too slight to give sufficient 
crispness to hold up. 
- What -proportion- of strap flakes 


and water should be used to make 
a good suds for washing? 


When using a washing machine, 


it is advisable to dissolve the soap 
flakes in a smaller amount of hot 
water before adding to the tubful, 
to prevent imdlssolved particles 
from sticking to the clothes. About 
2 cupfuls of flal.es or powder to a 
machine tubful of water should ba 
enough. If the -water is \ery hard, 
more soap may he needed to make 
a rich suds.
